PENALTY 3 TO 20 YEARS 
Six Companions Of Welling

After deliberating one hour and a 


half late Wednesday afternoon, the 
jury in the case of Blake Welling, 
charged with tape, and assault with 
intent to rape, returned a verdict of 
guilty on the first charge. 


The jury was charged at 3.30 Wed- 


nesday afternoon and did not return 
a verdict until five o'clock. The sen- 
tence had not been pronounced Thurs- 
day noon.

A person convicted 
of rape cannot be placed on proba- 
tion.
